My friend claim? to hav e found a 
wail inscription at Pompeii which 
indicates the reason for Rome's

juice, 
toast and coffee.” 
Fro rn what proud heights of the 
pioneer American breakfast ha* 
this anemic substitute degenerate i 
into, ex cla ims my friend. 
That 
early American breakfa st of boil­ 
ed potatoes, lamb or v eal swim­ 
ming in grav y , baned beans, three 
or four helpings of wheat cakes 
and molasses and oceans of cof­ 
fee. And now “ orange juice, toast 
and coffee.” 


Deplores Small Breakfast 


And 
what is 
the 
result, 
he 
grieves. 
The result is that in 
ev ery factory , office b uilding and 
institution in the land there are 
v ending machines in the lob b y 
where ice cream cones, pop and 
bottles of sy rupy liquids are dis­ 
pensed on the insertion of a nickel 
in the slot and these are exhausted 
of their contents b y mid-morning 
from the onslaught of the work­ 
ers fa mished by the rapid absorp­ 
tion of a brea kfast consisting of 
“ orange juice, toa st and coffee.” 
There is much tha t appeals to 
me in this threnody . Not that I 
would go back to the New Eng­ 
land breakfast, because one of the 
main requirement* of brea kfast is 
that it be ea sily digested. But to­ 
day what with mother off to the 
lathe or the Red Cross and fa* > r 
rushing for the car pool and broth* 


cr coming in from the night shift 
ar. I the children to b e hustled to 
school, b reakfast is likely to b e a 
real y inadequate meal as he su g­ 
gests. 
Of course, "orange juice, toast 
and coffee" is the skeleton 
of 
a good b reakfast. 
The modern 
American, in whose good sense I 
still b elieve, has left the outline 
a* least. In the orange juice he 
has rapidly ab sorb ed and concen­ 
trated energy and enough Vita­ 
min C for his whole day : also, by 
the way , quite a little Vitamin A 
ar I B and the riboflav in pa rt of 
Vitamin G. Yes, we cannot fore­ 
go orange juice or some sub stitute 
; for breakfast. 
Augmented American Breakfast 
On the toast he has some vege­ 
t a t e protein, more 
Vitamin B, 
iron and 50 to IOO calories, depend­ 
ing on the size of the slice of toa d . 
' We presume he has som* b utter 
or margarine on the toast, so he 
gets some more calories. And cof­ 
fee with cream and sugar is a 
good energizer for the old heart 
that must pump hun to work. 
But such a b reakfast is woe­ 
fully deficient in calorie*, protein 
and some minerals, notab ly salt. 
Let us see — how many calories 
should b reakfast contain ? The to­ 
tal number of calorics y ou need 
j daily is at least 2.000. That break- 
' f a s t hardly contains 200. At b reak­ 
fast you are really b reaking a 
j fast, having gone without nourish­ 
ment for a t least ten or twelve 
hours and you are fa cing the hard­ 
est and most caloric-depleting pe­ 
riod of the working day. 
I should 
say you should count on the eve­ 
ning meal for the heaviest stoking, 
making from SOO to 1,000 calories, 
so b reakfast should be counted on 
to supply 
at least 500 calories. 
I This can b e supplied easily b y 
; adding to the orange juice, toast 
and coffee an egg or two, or a 
cereal, or a sausage, or b acon. Or, 
) b orrowing from our continental 
friends, some Danish pastry, 
o r 
gnocchi, petite pancakes, or Kol- 
1 dolmer. 
| ^ The monotony of this modem 
kitchenette American breakfast is 
also against it. Once a week, y es, 
b ut daily it has no soul. There are 
a dozen raw- fruits—grapefruit, to­ 
mato juice, plums, apple 
sauce, 
strawberries, raspberries — all 
containing the necessary v itamins.
